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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to papers filed on 12/14/1 1. Claims 1-11 and 13 are currently 
pending. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 12/14/1 1, with respect to claims 1-11 and 13 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 1 12 (1 st and 2 nd ) rejections of 
claims 1-11 and 13 have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-11 and 13 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, none of the prior art teach or fairly suggests the limitations of 
"preliminarily assigning at least one object of the form as a reference point for spatial binding of 
at least one non-fixed data input field thereof and "defining a spatial location of at least one 
non-fixed data input field relative to at least one reference point", in combination with the other 
limitations of claim 1. The prior art of teaches the use of form models and reference objects in a 
input filled-in form to determine the location of fixed data input fields, see for example USPN 
6,778,703 to Zlotnick (of record 2/16/07) or USPN 5,748,809 (of record 2/16/07). However, 
none of the prior art teach or fairly suggest preliminarily assigning at least one object of the form

as a reference point for spatial binding of at least one non-fixed data input field thereof and 
defining a spatial location of at least one non-fixed data input field relative to at least one 
reference point, as disclosed in claim 1.
